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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 5/30/06 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. In response to Applicant's arguments, Steele does 
not disclose "wherein at least one symbol in the dependent sequence is 
polysemous". The Examiner cannot concur. Close inspection of Fig. 12, as 
cited in the previous action, step 1, shoes three symbols, for example, a 
symbol such as "man" has the meanings "human" or "male", all of these 
having different meanings. In response to applicant's arguments regarding 
a sequence of symbols dependent upon at least one other symbol. The 
Examiner further notes, C.5.lines 9-19, "The user selects two or more 
adjacent icons..." With three icons , the sequence of symbols depends on 
an icon in the sequence to produce a dependent single icon, and further to 
produce a morphed word, and furthermore includes the applicant recited 
embodiment where a sequence of two icons include a dependent icon, 
where just two icons are enclosed. As broadly claimed, the Examiner notes 
that polysemy includes similar meaning terms, i.e. human, man, male, 
furthermore, including three terms provides a sequence of symbols 
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dependent... Therefore the application as presently presented does not 
overcome the prior art of Steele.
